The Diabolical Scheme was Arranged 
Between the Mother, her two 
Daughters and a Lover,

Medical Ethics. 
NEw YORK, February 16.—I telegraphed a 
few nights ago that there was a great deal of 
agitation in medical circles in the cityin re- 
lation to the new code of ethics reported at 
the last meeting of the Medical Society of, the 
State of New York, whose deliberations have 
just been»concluded, distinguished practi- 
tioners roundly objecting to the portion of 
the new code that forbids physicians to per- 
mit their opinions on medical and surgical 
questions to appear in the newspapers. 
Under such a provision it would be improper 
in a case like that of President Garfield for 
the attending physician to give any views for 
publication as to the condition or prospects 
of his patient,and yet, when public menin 
whom the world has aninterest are stricken 
with diséase, the public has undoubtedly a 
right to accurate information, and who so 
competent :to impart such information as the 
physician in attendance? The spocific pro- 
vision of the section would have silenced Dr. 
Hamilton and Dr. Agnew in the President’s 
case, and compelled the public to trust unre- 
liable sources of information, gossip 
and hearasy.

DISPATCH upon tbe condition of the specu- 
lative banks of this city which have been 
lending money on grain has attracted a gooa 
deal of attention in business circles. Among 
the bankers seen to-day there seemed to be 
much more anxiety to know who was the in- 
formant of the Post- DISPATCH than to deny 
or correct the statements made. The banks 
deny, of course, that there is any cause of 
alarm in the situation at present, and while 
admitting that the collateral in their hands 
has depreciated in value, they scout the idea 


that itis atall near the danger line. Yet 
some of the banks which are most 
anxious to have the cheerful side of the 
present stress looked upon seem themselves 
to have scarcely money enough for their legit- 
imate business, but are.turning away regular 
customers with gilt-edged paper to other and 
more conservative bank~, where their offer- 
ings are eagerly accepted. It is not the pur- 
pose of the Post-DISPaTCHjto create a panic, 
and from the best and most trustworthy in- 
telllzence obtainable no panic is _ to 
be feared—even the speculative banks are in 
good condition, nobody doubts that. At the 
same time this paper proposes to tell the 
truth about the situation, which is avery 
grave one, and to point out the fact that this 
sort of treuble is liable to occur as long as 
the banks will lend money on mircroscopic 
margins on fluctuating collateral. 

‘“*“Yes,’? said the gentleman the publica- 
tion of whose views yesterday 
created the stir, “It is all very 
well to talk about the wickedness of shaking 
public contidence at a time like this. Nobody 
will lose any money on the bank, but the real 
wrong wasin lending the money recklessly 
in the first place. There are four banks in this 
city which are are carrying three-fourths of 
the grain in the market, At the least calcu- 
lation they must have nearly two millions of 
doliars lent on the _ stuff. You talk 
to them about it and they 
will say they are perfectly 
safe,as they can sell the grain of the borrower 
does not keep the margin good. But I tell 
you, sir, they cando nothing of the kind. 
Suppose their borrowers do not come up 
with the margins, and they undertake to se}! 
the stuff they would toad the market down so 
badly thatybefore they nad half ofit off their 
hands the prices would deciine toa simply 
ruinous figure. This market has been declin- 
ing for over a weck as itis. How many hun- 
dred thousand bushels of banked wheat do 
think it has elasticity enough to carry? If a 
man can’t put up money to bring his loan to 
a four per cent margin the bank has simply 
to carry him and putits trustin Providence. 
It has to do this in self protection.” 

**So that really these banks are dependent 
on the fluctuations of the market, and are 
speculating on the deal?” 

**Yes, they are speculative banks, and they 
have not the advantage of the outside specu- 
jJatorsin being able to get on either side of a 
deal. They are always long, their safety de- 
pends upon bulling the market. 
At a crisis like the present 
every precaution they take, for 
securing their jeans hurts the value of their 
collateral by adding to the depreciation which 
is scaring them into taking their precau- 
tions.’’ 

**What do you think will be the outcome?”’ 
* “7 do notbelieve that there will be anv 
panic. The banks are all ready fortrouble 
and can take care of any ordinary scare. Thev 
have not lost more than between $150,000 and 
$200,000,and they can stand that very easily.’ 

All other bankers who were seen put the 
situation in an entirely different lignt, and 
declared that there was no danger ahead for 
any but the speculators. They ridiculed the 
idea of there being any danger ahead. 

“Has much money been lent as close up as 
within 4 cents of the speculation price of 
wheat?’ asked the reporter. 

**Lots of it,’? was the answer. ‘**Thatis no 
subject for alarm.” 

**Why not?’ 

“Well, our bank has lent as close as within 
two cents of the price of wheat and that 
we are not at all afraid to do it again under 
like circumstances. We did this when the 
market was quiet and steady, and was amply 
secured by this margin,’’ 

“But, in case of a sudden decline?” 

“We bankers watch the market as closely 
as anybody. In case of a decline, we would 
call for an additional margin and if it was not 
put right away, we would sell. It would be 
a bie drop that would cateb us.” 

“But the marketis dropping like a plum- 
met, lately ?’’ 

*Yes, and we are taking all 
possible precaution. For instance, 
nobody can borrow money now 
on wheat or cotton from the banks at less 
than a margin of 10 or 11 cents per bale or 
bushel. Itis kept then, too. If there is a 
decline we immediateiy cali for sufficient 
to keep up the above margin, and insist that 
it be done.”’ 

“How about the men who borrowed up’as 
close as 4 cents before the recent troubles in 
the market, and who are going down now??’’ 

**They do not injure us. We bankers sell 
out as fast as we deem it necessary. Itisa 
fact that the great bulk of all the cash wheat 
and cotton which bas been. put on the market 
in the last twelve days was offered for sale by 
the bankers. Nobody, no matter how good 
he may be, can borrow at less than 10 or 12 
cents margin now on cotton, etc.’’ 

**You do not fear any trouble?” 

“Not with the banks. Of course, a number 
of speculators may be forced to the wall, and 
the banks will force them there if the fall con- 
tinues. But the banks will make money out 
of this, and they have already done so. The 
legitimate demands of business among mer- 
chants who are laying in their stocks just 
now, added to the speculative investments, 
ay! cause a tightening of money, but that 1s 
all it can do.”

The frightful mortality and appalling ef- 
fects of smali-pox prior to the introduction of 
vaccination were, indeed, such as to impel 
men to grasp atany means that held outa 
‘probability of escape from the scourge. In 
the present day the public can form but a 
faint idea of the ravages of small-pox before 
Jenner’s time. The records of historians 
not only of our country but throughout the 
world teem with the most appalling 
accounts. Dr. Lettsome calculated that 
210,000 fel) victims to it annually in Eu- 
Tope. Bernouilli, an Italian, believed that 

human victims 
were deprived of life by it every twenty-five 
vears—i. e., 600,000 annually. In Russia 
2,000,000 were cut off in one year. In Asia, 
Africa and South America whole cities and 
districts were depopulated. Nor was it only 
the actual mortality which rendered it so 
appalling. The records ofjthe Institution for 
the Indigent Blind in our own country showed 
that three-fourths of the objects relieved 
‘had lost their sight by small-pox; 
Whilst the number of persons with pitted 
and scarred faces and deformed features that 
were met with in the streets testified to the 
frightful ordeal that they had passed 
through. Mu)ltitudes died of diseases set - 
by this plague or ruined constitutions whic 
it entailed. And what of all this, it may be 
asked, do we now see? Is it notarare thing 
to meet a person whose face _ is 
features deformed 
by small-pox? How few persons can 
cite instances among their acquaintance of 
those who have died of small-pox after hav- 
ing been properly vaccinated? Is it necessary 
to go into statistics and elaborate investiga- 
tions of the bills of mortality of the present 
day, in order to be convinced that, as com- 
pared with the records of ante-vaccine times, 
we have, indeed, cause to bless the memory 
of Jenner?

The Exyptians object to seeing half the 
revenue of the country paid to foreigners on 
account of exaggerated claims, and they ob- 
ject very decidedly to seeing the Kaglish and 
French Controliers General not only super- 
intending the finances, but bossing the coun- 
try pretty generally and antagonizing tne 
Nationalists programme. The Nationalists 
also resent the effort of Saltan Abdul Hamid 
to establish his claim as Khalif. They want 
to establish an independent government, pav- 
ing no tribute to the Turkish government or 
‘any other. They wantthe money paid by 
the people for taxes (and they have paid 
enormous sums) spentin properly develop- 
ing the country and protecting the inhabit- 
ants. Outofthe revenue of $42,000,000 last 
year, $22,500 000 wasto go to England and 
iWFrance, and $3,500,090 as tribute to the Porte. 
It is not surprising that the Nationalists have 
inaugurated their movement.

The Distribution of Wealth. 
From the New York Times. 


Are *‘the rich growing richer and the poor 
poorer?” Mr. Mulhali, a well-known Eng- 
lish statistician, refutes this much abused ad- 
age. Comparing 1840 wich 1877, the probate 
returns of the United Kingdom showed that, 
dividing all classes into rich, middle class, 
and working class, in 1840, in England, of the 
first there were 2.40 per cent, of the second 
21.20, of the last 76,40. In 1877 it was repre- 
sented by 3.70, 29.40, and 66.90 per cent. In 
1840 England had an aggregate wealth of 86 
per cent as her share of the means of the 
whole United Kingdom, but in 1877 Scotiand 
and Ireland showed increased means, and 
that of England fell some 3 per 
cent. Ifin 1840 the amounts of property on 
which probate or succession duties were paid 
represented atota! value of means equivalent 
to £54,610,000, this was about £2 ls. ayerage 
periuhabitant. In 1877 it was £131,460,000, or 
£3 19s. per person in the United Kingdom. 
‘. is in Scotland that there is more wealth in 
proportion to persons than perhaps any other 
country in the world. During the thirty- 
seven years from 1840 to 1877 her wealth has 
increased from £196.000,000 to £970,000, 000, 
or to-day ehe has £277 to every inhabitant. 
‘Forty years ago,” writes Mr. Mulhall, 
**Scotiand swarmed with beggars to such a 
degree that the sheriffs declared the state of 
the country was mos: alarming, and the 
farmers were so poor that they bled their 
cattle and cooked the blood as food.’”’ What 
has been the condition of Ireland? Her 
wealth, too, has increased. In 1840 it was 
£308,000,000, or £112,000,000 more than Scot- 
land. To-day it is £438,000,000, or £83 per 
head. With increased means, as the 
Duke of Argyll has conclusively 
shown, comes a greater demand of the 
individual for food. If statistics are to be re- 
lied upon, in 1849 each personin the United 
Kingdom consumed 22 ounces of tea, 15 
pounds ofsugar, 269 pounds of wheat, and 
84 pounds of beef. n 1880 the quantities 
used were tea, 73 ounces; sugar, 54 pounds; 
wheat, 358 pounds; meat, 118 pounds. 
Wherever the middle classis the most com- 
fortable the country isthe most prosperous. 
This is three times as numerous in France 
asin Germany, aod lowest in Russia. In 
fact Russia isa country of princes and pea- 
sants—and the first—some 24,745—have an 
average income of $19,000; the merchants, 
some 123,000, $7,500, while the 16,254,100 
peasants have an income of $185 each. Some 
idea of the increase, however, of cost of liv- 
ing may be had from the following state- 
ment. Whereas, from 1836 to 1840 an English 
famiiy of five could live comfortably on 
£92 14s, from 1876 to 1880 it would have cost 
£106 43.° When our own census is presented 
in all its various aspects a very curious ana- 
lysis can be madeon this interesting subject. 
It does not seem, then, thatin any country 
“the rich are getting richer and the poor 
poorer.’’

The theory was advanced 
be one speaker that the women of Utah ought 
to be disfranchised in order that their votes 
might not be used to counterbalance the 
Gentile votes of the Territory. In other 
words, when the fair sex is allowed to vote 
the brainless women of Utah who content 
themselves with only a small section of a 
husband, are to be excluded from the gen- 
eral blessing merely as a matter of pun- 
ishment. One of the eloquent orators, yes- 
terday, a Mrs. FULLER, by way of 
demonstrating that there is a marked physi- 
ological difference between the sexes, men- 
tioned the fact that men eat more than wo- 
men and have more lime in their bones, that 
women are more flat-footed, have sharper 
voices, are fonder of gew-gaws, that they al- 
ways pass to the left, and that while a wo- 
man buttons herself up centripitally, map 
fastens his buttons centrifugally. Just what 
bearing all this hasonthe suffrage question, 
we are unable to divine from the printed re- 
ports in the papers. The Rev. JOHN SNYDER, 
who takes a profound interest inthe ladies, 
was present, and he gave them some sound 
and sensible advice. He suggested that the 
women who are desirous of sharing in the 
affairs of government should direct their at- 
tention first to securing voice and represen- 
tation in the School Board. The plan of al- 
lowiug women to vote for School Trus- 
tees and sit in School Boards, has been 
tried in several of the Eastern States—notably 
Massachusetts—and it has been found to work 
quite well. If the women are toever demon- 
strate their fitness for co-political power with 
the male bipeds they must begin in a smal!

- A GRAND JURY FUSS. 


McDonald, the Circuit Attorney’s 
Clerk, Criticizes His Superiors, 


And Secretary Blossom Resents it—A 
Lively Exchange of Compliments 
in the Grand Jury Room. 


It has been public gossip for some days 
Past that a very lively fight has been im pro- 
gress for some time between certain officers 
of the present grand jury and the clerk of 
the Circuit Attorney. Among other things 
it was stated that Mr. Marshal McDonald, 


the clerk referred to, had emphatically 
charged Mr. Howard A, Blossom, 
the secretary of the grand jury, with a 


failure to properly attend to his duties. The 
specific allegation made by Mr. McDonald 
was that Mr. Blossom had neglected or re- 
fused to comply with that provision of the 
law which requires the secretary of the 
grand jury to keep arecord of all testimony 


admitted before that body and report the 
same to the Circuit Attorney whenever an 
indictment is presented. McDonald affirmed 
that he had frequently called Mr. Blossom’s 
attention to the law referred to and had 
volunteered to assist Mr. Blossom’s labors in 
this regard in any way in his power. The 
jury have been in session since January 3 and 
Mr. MeDonald’s efforts to induce a compli- 
ance On the part of the secretary of that body 
with his duties as conceived by Mr. McDon- 
ald are supposed to cover the major part of 
the @term that intervened between that 
date and the beginning of the present week. 
MeDonald, finding all his exertions were in 
vain, poured his grievances into the sympa- 
thetic ear of a reporter and 
last Sunday morning Mr. Blossom 
and his fellow jurymen were startled very 
much to find in one of the morning dailies a 
published interview with McDonala, in 
which that gentleman related his trials and 
their futile results. This publication brought 
matters toa head. 

On Monday morning last Mr. McDonald was 
summoned from his office into the presence 
of the awe-inspiring grand jurors, and sun- 
dry pointed interogatories were at once put 
to him by Mr .Blossom and some others. 

McDONALD 
was asked if the interview which had been 
published was correct. 

“It is, in every particular,” was the re- 
sponse. 

This brought several members to their feet. 
Mr. Blossom promptly denounced the state- 
ments put forth by McDonald in the inter- 
view to be untrue. McDonald retorted by 
declaring that they were not untrue, and 
that every man who said they were 
was a liar. Mr. Blossom made for Mr. 
McDonald in a threatening manner, at 
the same time demanding that McDonald re- 
tract the injurious expression. This the at- 
torney declined to do, but on the contrary 
repeated it; he further declared his entire 
ability to protect himself from Mr. Bloosom’s 
attacks, and placed his hand upon his hip 

ket in a significant way, and stood auiet- 
vai bay. Other members of the grand jury 
interfered at this point, and succeeded 
in separating the belligerents. The 
scene was Vividly described in a morning pa- 
per to-day and was variously commented on 
by citizens. One man said,‘‘I thought all pro- 
ceedings of the granada jury were secret, and 
that asevere penalty attached to any one 
who divulged them. Now, if the account 
publishea this morning was given out by an 
of the grand jirors or by McDonald, 
it seems to me _ there is a _ large 
case of contempt of court lying 
about unrebuked.” Another said, “Of 
course the row could not have occurred dur- 
ing a session of the grand jury; it doubtless 
took piace before the regular session was 
opened, and if that be the case then the par- 
ties were excusable in talking about it to re- 
porters and others.”’ 

‘A Post-DISPATCH reporter was this 
morning assigned the duty of ascertaining the 
exact circumstances attending Monday’s 
altercation, and for that purpose the report- 
er called on a number ofthe persons inter- 
ested. The first gentleman interviewed was 

MR. HOWARD A. BLOSSOM, 
the before mentioned secretary. Mr. Blos- 
som is a well known insurance agent, and 
one who bas at command, on ordinary occa- 
sions, all the resources of eloquence which 
his calling demands, but to the reporter he 
was extremely reticeat. 

‘You will have to exXcuse me,” 
said Mr. Blossom, “from taiking about 
this matter; the grand jury does not know 
Mr. McDonald in this matter at all. If 
Judge Laughlin or the Circuit Attorney or 
his assistant, Mr. Noonan, wish to censure the 
grand jury, I am perfectiy willing to re- 
ceive tbeir censure with respect, but I fo 
one, don’t propose to give a cheap attorney 
cheap notoriety by paying any attention 
to what he may say of me.”’ | 

“Did McDonald call you a liar?’’ 

“No, sir,’? very emphatically. 

**Did he place his hand on his hip pocket 
as if to draw a weapon on you?’ 

“No, sir,” again very emphatically. ‘‘If 
he did I should like to know if he has a per- 
mit to carry one.’ 

‘*Did the disturbance take place during a 
meeting of the grand jury?” 

Yes, sir. There was a quorum present 
and it was a regular meeting.’’ 

‘‘Mr. Blossom refused to answer any more 
questions. The reporter thereupon with- 
drew and proceeded tothe business office 
of Judge Charles Speck, at No. 710 
Washington avenue. The Judge, una- 
tke Mr. Blossom, was quite willing 
to tell what he knew and in response to the 
repor.er’s interrogatories said: 

‘‘You want to know whether Mr. McDon- 
ald called Mr. Blossom a liar. My 
impression isthat he did not. Some very 
rash words passea between them but I don’t 
think this exact epithet was applied by either 
tothe other. I did notsee McDonaid place 
his hand on his pocket. The moment Mc- 


Donald entered the room _ several 
members besides Mr. Blossom jumped 
on him, figuratively speaking, and 


demanded to know what he meant by his re- 
fiections uponthem. Ithought the whole 
proceeding irregular, and did everything I 
couid tostopit. Finally I succeeded, and 
McDonald withdrew.” 

“Did the occurrence take place during s& 
session of the grand jury?” 

“No, sir. There was not a quorum present 
at the time, and the jury had not proceeded 
toits reguiar business. Shortly after Mc- 
Donald left the room severa! other members 
came in and we entered upon our regular 
business.” 

M’DONALD’S STORY. 

A plain unvarnished tale was obtained 
from Mr. McDonald to-day concerning the 
sptrited interview with the grand jury: ‘*f 
was called before the grand jury last Monday. 
As soon as I entered theroom Blossom said: 


‘Are you the young man who was inter- 
viewed? 1 saw he wea ia for a bluff, 
and I said: ‘Yes, I’m the 


young man.’ He said: ‘What did you want 
to lie about the facts for.’ and I replied that 
1 didn’t lie about the facts, and any man that 
says I did isa —— ——liar. The dicussion then 
followed. There was no attempt at an as- 
sault, or to draw a revolver or anything like 
that at all. I said if they wanted to 
bulldoze, they got left this time. I told them 
that tbe notes left for us weré of no use. We 
have to rely on the notes of the to 

rosecute cases. Of course, We can’t exam- 

ne every witness in all the cases here. Now 
let me sbow you the_ notes,” The 
“interviewed young man’’ here produced 
a bundle of paper, on the pages 
of which were half a dozen lines about each 
case. ‘These are the notes thev send us. I 
said the grand jury bad been asked time and 


these I 
notsay anything. I was called before the jury 
to give them some information.” 

It Was reported that some of the gentlemen 
in the grand jury who did not take part in 
the row were sorry to see the matter made 
public and proposed to investigate the chan- 
nel through which it reached the reporters. 
Judge Laughlin was asked about this 
and said, “I don’t see how the matter can 
come before me, as I understand it, though I 
haven’t read the papers. [twas a personal 
affair between Mr. McDonald and the grand 
jury, and not brought on by any investiga- 
tion. I don’tthink Ihave anything to do 
with the matter.” 

MR. CHARLES H. SEMPLE, 

another grand juror, said: ‘Un Monday 
morning Mr. McDonald was sent for by the 
jury. Idon’tthink he was sent for on ac- 
count of the publication in the newspapers 
uf the day before. Many of us did not know 
there was such a person as Mr. McDonald. 
inthe Four Courts until we saw him men- 
tioned in Sunday’s paper. My impression is 
that we sent for him to get back some papers 
which had been taken tothe Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office and which had -not been 
returned. He did not come at 
once, but kept us waiting for some time. 
When he came in Mr. Biossom and Mr. 
Thompson questioned him about the matter 
and some angry words passed between them. 
He was asked ifjhe bad ever complained about 
the manner in which the records of this 
pe jury have been kept. He said 

é had complained about itto Mr. Noonan, 
the Assistant Prosecuting Aitorney. We 
called his attention to the fact that informing 
Mr, Noonan was not iniorming the press. We 
> Va him the record in certain cases that 


been investigated by the 
grand jury, and asked him_s_—siif 
it had not been kept property. He did not 


answer the question at all.’ 

““Did McDonaid cali Blossom a liar?” 

“*I think not, sir.’? 

“Did McDonald make a gesture as ifte 
draw a revoiver?’? 

“I don’t think ne did. Some high words 
passed between him and Messrs. Blossom and 
fhompson, but no action of that kind was 
make by McDonald. I think Mr. McDonald 
took the wrong bull by the horns 
when he proceeded to criticize 
the present grand jury,”’ said 
Mr. Semple, **I don’: think he will ever want 
to make an onslaught on another graod jury. 
So far as keeping the records are concerned 
Icannot say what has been the course of 
former grand juries, but I do 
know that we have been very careful in 
this particular. We have two secretaries, 
Messrs. Blossom and Boyd, and their notes 
in every case,I believe.are as fu'l and as com- 
plete asthe prosecuting officer mav desire.’ 

‘*Were the grand jury in se-sion at the time 
McDonald came into the room?” 

“T think Lot. Atall events the roll had not 
yet been called.’’ 

MR. W. H. THOMPSON, 

to whom reference has been frequently 
mane by the other grand jurymen said to 
the reporter: **I don’t care to talk about the 
matter. This young man wantsto get him- 
self in the newspapers and I for one will not 
assist him. The grand jury will meet this 
afternoon and they may take the case up.”

A Suceinct Review of the Situation From 
an Agricultarist—T he Effect 
on the Crops. 


The impression is prevailing among peo- 
ple generally that the present winter is, in 


point of temperature, one of the most phe-. 


nomenal on record. It certainly has been a 
generally open one, and the cold days have 
not only been few and far between in this 
section, but the same state of affairs has pre- 
vailed elsewhere, and even the St. Lawrence 
River, which is invariably ice-bound, has 
been unduly open and unobstructed with ice 
this year. In order to ascertain the correct 
bearings in the case a reporter of the POST- 
' DISPATCH visited three gentlemen this morn- 
ing, their points of observation being ex- 
ceptionally good and their information of 
more than ordinary value. The first 
gentleman interviewed was the well-known 


scientist, 
PROF. NIPHER, 
of Washington University. In answer to 
a ory which opened the subject he re- 
ed: 

“Yes, this has been a remarkable winter in 
one sense and notin another. The fact is 
that it has been colder than people think. The 
temperature has been comparatively steady 
and this, perhaps. led to the fallacy that the 
weather Was unseasonably warm. Iam free 
to confess that upon making my calculations 
I was quite as much surprised as were 
others. Thus far the average 
mean temperature hasveen 87°. In the ter- 
rible winter of 1880-’81 it was 28°, and this 
shows an average difference of nine points 
only. In regard to the month of January, it 
did not vary a degree from the average Jan- 
uary temperature. Last winter when it was 
very low it averaged about24°. ‘This year 
it was 31.7°. The January of 1880 was a re- 
markably warm one, and the tnaermometer 

46.3°. la December 
fluctuations were very 
wide. The lowest temperature reached 
in this month, in recent years, wasin 1876; 
the highest inthe year following, when it 
reached 46.7°. This December the ther- 
mometer was as low a8 7.6° ;in the suburbs it 
was a pointor two lower. The January tem- 
perature, however, Was very even. Taken 
right through December was warm, January 
about the average and February thus far 
quite warm, the average being 40°. Inthe 
coidest weather this month the thermometer 
has not gone below 35°.’’

SERGEANT WEBBER, 
of the Sigoal Service corps. had 
not made up any figures for the 
winter as yet, but kindly gave the re- 
porter a good share of his time and figured 
out some very interesting data, 

“The month of November was, so far as 
temperature was concerned, about the nor- 
mal state—perhaps a degree above the average 
ofthe past ten years, which was 42.1 deg. 
The mean temperature of last November was 
43.7 deg. December, forthe past ten years, 
bad an average showing of 32.5 deg.; the 
last December showed a mean temperature 
of 40.8°. The highest mean average for some 

ears past Was that of December, 1877, when 

treached 48°, the jiowest was for December, 
1876, when the figure was 25.1°. Last De- 
cemberthe thermometer went as high as 
63 50°, the lowest marking being 14.8 © ,thus 
evidencing considerable fluctuation. In 1875, 
however,the fluctuations were greater: it 
went as high as 74° and as low as 15° below 
zero. Last December the lowest temperature 
was 6.2>. For the past ten vears the average 
winter temperature has been 339°. For De- 
cember and January of this winter, the tem- 
perature has been above that.” 

‘*How about the rainfall during the win- 
ter?” 

“There have been but very few severe 
storms. The snowfall was insignificant. The 
largest fall during the past eleven years, with 
one exception, wasthat of last fali, when 
there was 17.09 inches of rainin one storm. 
The great storm of the sum- 
mer of 1875 beat that, however, the 
fall then being 22.59 inches. The rain fa!) for 
the month of Deceinber has averaged during 
twelve years has been 2.25 inches. This win- 
ter it was 1.40 inches for December, a defici- 
ency of.85 inches. The average for January 
for the past twelve years has been 2.28 inches. 
For last January it was 2.80 inches. The 
largest on record was 3.83 inches, in 1880; the 
smallest .49, in 1S81. ‘The unequal distribu- 
tion of the rain last summer was very damag- 
ing. Notwithstanding the fact that the com- 
plaint of serious drought was so general, the 
average was .89 inches in excess of the aver- 
age for the past ten years.’’ 

COL. N. J. COLMAN, 

the editor of the Rural Worid, was then in- 
terviewed in regard to crop prospects, and it 
proved a very interesting source of informa- 
tion. The Colonel elucidated as follows, and 
his views were coincided in by several agri- 
culturists who were present duringthe in- 
terview: 

**] have called to have a general talk with 
you about farming prospects for 1882. What 
effect will the severe drouth of the summer 
of 1881 have on the crops of 1882?’’ was the 
first inquiry. 

“Thisis quite a large question, but I wil] 
answer it to the best of ny ability. The ef- 
fect of the drouth of the past summer was 
to shorten patronage, and to greatly dimin- 
ish the yield of corn, This necessitated the 
sale of a great deal of stock,and of almost 
all the hogs in the country. for there was 
searcely anything raised to feed stock upon. 
Ihave lateiy done a good deal of travelling 
ana have never seen 80 little 
stock carried over winter by farmers. 
This means a short crop of beef, mutton and 
ope next fall, and that indicates high prices 
or sheep, ca le and hogs for the coming 
year—Righer, I think, than we have known 
since war prices prevailed. The open winter 
has been very advantageous to the farmer, as 
much of the stock has been supported on the 
the range that would have starved if there 
Lad been a long, cold winter.’’ 

“How about the improyed breeds or 
stock ?’’ 

“Good prices for any kind of scrub animals 
always means increased demand, and 
pees prices for the improved breeds. When 

igh prices prevail more farmers enter that 
branch of business that promises to pay best, 
and stock growers are generally anxious to 

such breeds as wiil pay most money for 

eamount of feed consumed. Here the im- 
breeds, as has been demonstrated 
and agein, havea great advantage over 
natives. I have never known such an 
active demand for Short-horns, Herefords, 
Devons. Polied Angus, lor ‘be purpose 
of improving herds, a- there exists at this 
time. The ranchmen on the plains of Texas 
Colorado, Wyoming, Kansas and Nebraska 
are crossing their wative cows with maies 
fromthe best »vreeds of cattle, andin ten 
years, yes, five veart, from now, there will be

Louis Fair. There will be larger sales of 
improved breeds of cattle, and at better prices 
the anrerg Seenen than we haye had for 4 
long time, because beef cattle have gone up 
one-third or more within a year. The cattle 
men have pienty of money and know how to 
spend it to get good returns. The same may 
be said in regard to hogs and sheep. Berk- 
shire and Poland China breeding are in great 
demand now.” 

**How about the wheat prospects ?’? 

“The drought of last season had but little 
effect on the wheat crop or hay crop, either 
as both were harvested before being injured 
much by the drouth. Wheat has en too 
high, so high that there has been but little 
sold in Europe. That leaves a large amount 
in this country, and the drop in wheat is the 
result. The prospects for the coming crop 
are good—have rarely been better at this sea- 
son. I think it will be found there has been 
a large planting, and though much of 
it was late planted, the favorable 
winter has aided it, and it will give about as 
large a yield, and, in many cases larger, than 
the earlier sown.’’ 

“How about the prospects for corn the 
coming season /?’? 

“The country was never 80 completely 
cleaned out of corn within my recoliection, 
as at the present time. The high prices have 
emptied ail the corn-cribs,and of eourse 
the scarcity will aid in keeping up 
the prices for at least a year to 
come. But the farmers are preparing 
to putin a larger acreage of corn than has 
ever before been planted in a single year; 
and they have learned by the lessons taught 
them last year to plant earlier, and thus, ina 
great measure, get ahead of another droutb, 
if it should come, and get a larger yield in 
any event. The very open winter has been of 
very great advantage in this respect, as it has 
enabled farmers to clear up their fields and 
plow their land well, so they can 
plant early, and have more time to cultivate 
thoroughly, and thus greatly improve their 
yield,as no crop responué more kindly to good 
culture than corn.”? 

“How about oats and other crops?” 

“Oats has not been and will not be affected 
one way or the other way bv the drouth. 
There will be a large seeding to the oat 
crop, and indeed it has already 
commenced in this very iatitude. 
The grasses were a good deal Injured by the 
drouth and many pastures and meadows will 
need reseeding.”” 

“Have we ever had so severe a drouth as 
prevailed last summer, and when?”? 

**Oh, yes. 

THE SEVEREST DROUTH 

known wWithioa the past century was that of 
1819. Ihave heard many old farmers speak 
of it, and of the great suffering it caused man 
and beast. There was no 
rain from May to the midale 
of January following. The air was hot and 
dry, and literally burned up all vegetation. 
The streams and ponds dried up, and such 
rivers as the Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, and 
otbers of similar magnitude, almost ceased 
tefiow. What little water could be found 
away from these large streams was so filthy, 
miasmatic and poisonous, asto actually kill 
theanimals that partook of it. A great 
many cattle died from what is known among 
farmers asthe mad itch caused by eating 
vegetation so dried up as to be indigestible, 
their skins becoming affected by an itch 80 
intolerable that they would tear them 
to pieces and destroy themselves in their 
frantic efforts to relieve their terrible agony. 
They roamed over the country moaning, 
perene the earth and filling the hearts of 

uman beings with svmpathy. The deer of 
the forests died bythe thousand with the 
black tepgue, and probably one-fourth or 
more of the horses died from the same dis- 
ease and cause. Birds and fowls moped 
about, lost their plumage and died. There 
was agreat death loss among the human 


family caused by the malaria, intoler- 
able beat, poisonous water and a 
lack of garden vegetabies. and 


in some cases even of food to preserve hu- 
man life. I bave heard some of the old men 
of Kentucky, who went through that drouth 
speak of it, and it filled me with great pain.) 
‘*But of late years have we had as severe a 
drouth in this section of the country as that 
of last summer ??’? 
“Yes; that of the summer of 1854 was 3 se- 
verer drought than the one of last summer. 
Perhaps it did not go over quite as great an 
extent of country, but there was a longer 
period without rain, and crops were much 
more injured. There was a great boss of 
stock for the want of water; corn dried up 
in the field; crops of all kinds were a failure; 
wells dried up and families haa to remove 
from their homes to get water. Horses, 
cattle, sheep, and hogs were driven to the 
river from ten to fifty miles to keep from dy- 
ing from thirst. The drouth of 1854 was 
a and more protracted than that of 
‘What are your prognostications as to the 
weather for the balance of this winter?’’ 
“Oh, that isa mere matter of guesswork. 
It is perfectly ridiculous to suppose that any 
one can foretell the weather a month or a 
year in advance. [can give just as good 
guesses as Vennor, and Tice, and other men 
engaged in humbugging the public. If such 
men could foretell the weather, why did they 
not predict tbe protracted 4routh of last 


summer. Didtheydo it? No. Did they 
tell us of this unusually open winter, 
one that has not been equalled 


in that respect.for a long period of time. The 
very fact they did not foretell such remark- 
able periods shows they know nothing about 
them in advance. Such prognostications are 
frauds of the first water. ”’

A $50,000 VERDICT. 


A Young Woman’s Suit Against the 
Family Physician. 
Ottawa (Ill.) Cor. New York Sun, 


Three years ago there was no young wo- 
man inthis part of the State more highly re- 
spected than Fannie L. Cavarly. She was 
then 20 years of age, beautiful and accom- 
pene. She sprang from one of the oldest 

milies in Illinois, her grandfather, the late 
Judge Cavarly, being one of the most eminent 
upere of his day. Miss Cavarly has grown 
up in this city, and, besides having many ac- 
quaintances here, she was, previous to 1880, 
a frequent and welcome guest of many fami- 
lies of Chicago and Bloomington. Her lifo 
seemed to be uncommonly happy, and no one 
dreamed that her future couid be otherwise. 

In 1879 Miss Cavarly, having suffered for 
some time, placed herself under the care of 
Dr. James H. ry oepee the physician of her 
family and one of the oldest and best known 
practitioners in this part of the state. Under 
bis treatment andthat of one or two cele- 
brated physicians of Chicago, whom she con - 
snited on several occasions, she seemed to 
improve and gain instrength. In October of 


that year, however, the old _ trouble 
coming on aguin, she resumed ber 
visits to Dr. Campfield, and sub- 


mitted to an operation, taking, on the doctor’s 

earnest advice, an anzsthetic of considerable 

wer. Inthe course of time, her habits of 
ife having been disarranged, she again con- 

sulted Dr. Campfield, who prescribed reme- 
dies. As moath after month passed without 
refief to the girl, she went,in the spring of 
1880, on the advice of friends, and in desper- 
ation, almost, to another physician and stated 
her case tobim. He told her the truth. The 
revelation came upon ber with terrible force, 
and it was with creat difficulty that she 
could be caimed. This physician, in describ- 
ing the scene, says it was the most painful 
ever witnessed by himin his years of prac- 
tice. 

On May 10,1880, Miss Cavarly became a 
mother. There wasno attempt at conceal- 
ment. The body ofthe child, which died a 
few hours after birth, was buried publicly. 
Themother, with her returning strength, 
made preparations to establish her innocence. 
During the following summer a suit was ip- 
stituted in her behaif against Dr. James H. 
Campfield. charging in brief that during one 
of he visits to his office for treatment. she 
had at his solicitation, taken a giass of wine 
in which he had placed adrug whieh rendered 
her unconscious and that during bis time he 
tookadvantage of her helplessness.The trial of 
the case was begun in the Circuit Court of 
this county before Jugde Goodspeed two 
weeks ago, and has absorbed the attention of 
the peapie for miles around. E.F. Bull, of 
this citv, and the Hon. A. E. Stevenson and 
W. G. Ewing, of Bloomington, appeared for 
the prosecution, and Judge Edwin S. Leland 
and Hiram T. Gilbert, vf this city, for the 

«defence. Among the witnesses were many 
of the most respectable men and women of 
he county, besides every physician of stand- 

i. The defence set up a general denial of 
the complaint, and the name of a young man 
named Metcalf was mentioned, a resident of 
St. Louis. This was the only theory advanced 
by the defence. ' 

Mr. Metcalf, whoisa lawver, and is now 
married, was at One time engaged to Miss 
Cavarly, but the-Detrothal was broken at the 
request of the latter in 1878, since which time 
they had not met, untiltbe day during the 
trial young Metcalf, to tae astonishment of 
everybody, waiked into the court-room, and, 
introducing himself to the counsel for the 

rosecaution, announced his readiness to tes- 
tity. s his testimony is thought to have set- 
tied the casein ber favor, and as it shows the 
nature ofthe charge made against her, it is 
herewith given ;in a condensed form: 

“*T met Miss Cavarly tirst in Ottawa in 1877. 

Ireturned in the fail, about three months 
jater, and called on her. The next time I 
came to Oitawa was in the spring of 1878,and 
some time during that season we were en- 
gaged. Icorresponded with her. The tast 
two or three times I was here I stayed at the 
house of Miss Cavarly at her express request. 
The last time I was here was August 3, 1878. 
I left on the 8th of that month,anau I have not 
seen Miss Cavarly since. Our engagement 
was broken off by Miss Cavarly at my last 
visit here. It was not broken off on account 
of any impropriety in either of us. Lalways 
treated her in every way asa gentleman 
should, and I never knew her to do orsay 
anything in theleastimproper. We rode of- 
ten, but never late. My sister came here in 
the spring of 1878S to visit Miss Cavarly. I 
was here two days during that time and we 
three rode one aiternoon ontbe south sideof 
the river afaall got outto gather ferns. 
Thatis the only time we ever got out of the 
carriage. Neither in August nor any other 
‘time did I sit on the bank of the river with 
my arm around Miss Cayarly. I was not here 
duringthe year 1879. The firstI heard of 
this suit wastwo years ago, but I diu not 
know until last Sunday afternoon that my 
name was in any way mixed upinthe affair. 
I came here of my own free will. Ifelt that 
the charge against Miss Cavariy was an out- 
rage and utterly false. 1 came here from an- 
other state to deny it, but if it had been nec- 
essary I would have crossed the continent to 
do it.” 

A remarkable fact in connection with the 
case Was the refusal of Dr. Campfield to go 
upon thestand. He had denied the accusa- 
tion lodged against him in many public 
places, but he was not willing to do it under 
oath in the court-room in the pperaee of 
Miss Cavarly and her lawyers. The evidence 
iutroduced by the defence was mainly medi- 
cal, and consisted principally of opinions by 
physicians and others asto the power and 
effects of certain anwsthetics. Arguments 
of counsel] were long,vehemeunt and eloquent, 
and the court room could not accommodate 
one-third of the people who daily presented 
themselves for admittance. The judge’s 
charge to the jury was ended at 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon, and five minutes after the door 
closéd on the jurors they returned witha 
verdict of guilty as to Dr. Campfieid, and 
fixed Miss Cavarly’s damages at $59,000. The 
scene that followed this announcement was 
one seldom witnessed in a court of justice. 
The great crowd, wild with joy and excite- 
ment, yelled itself hoarse,and a moment later 
surrounded the judge, the jury, and the 
attorneys forthe prosecution, and congra- 
tulate | them all in the most boisterous fash- 
fon. The judge took Miss Cavarly’s hand in 
his and warmly convratulated her on the re- 
sult of the trial. g8 Cavarly does not need 
the money verdict, but she is overjoyed by 
the mora! victory, which she has won. Dr. 
Campfield was the family physician of Miss 
Cavariy’s grand -parents, and is very wealthy.

On Saturday Messrs. Sotheby, Wilkinson 
and Hodge sold attheir rooms, Wellington 
street, Strand, an extraordinary collection of 
autograph letters and documents, principally 
relating to the most important historical 
events of the past three centuries from the 
the cabinet of an ‘English nobleman.’’

astronomer, who has happily become the 
possessor of a telescope, tries its powers, and 
there is probably nothing else in the whole 
heavens that he views so frequentiv and 
with so@émuch satisfaction. Yet, —_ 
astronomers have been watching these belts 
and beholding the wonderful changes that 
take place in their appearance for more than 
two hundred years, they have not succeeded 
in satisfactorily explaining them. Within a 
few months, however, a great deal of light 
has been thrown upon this subject. 

About four years ago the astronomical 
world was interested in the appearance upon 
Jupiter’s southern hemisphere of a huge and 
red spot, some twenty-five or thirty thou- 
sand miles long and seven or eight thousand 
broad. Halfadozen different theories were 
advanced to account for this appearance. 
Some sai it was an opening in the cloud- 
choked erase of Jupiter, showing 
the red-hot ball of the planet beneath. 
Others, observing its permanence of form, 
supposed it to be a portion of the solid body 
of the planet heaved up and thrust through 
the yaporous envelope—a precipitous and 
fiery continent. Still others imagined it to be 
an enormous siag floating on the molten sur- 
face of the planet. Most astronomers, how- 
ever, preferred to wait for more facts before 
forming theories. This spot has remained 
visible ever since,and anybody can see it with 
a good telescope of two inches aperture. It 
Wassoon perceived that the spot moved 
slightly faster than the rest of the luminous 
disk. Supposing itto bea part of the more 
solid body of the planet, observations were 
made upon it to determine the time of Ju- 
piter’s rotation. ‘The result obtained was 
about nine hours fifty-five minutes and thir- 
ty-five seconds, showing that thts great giobe 
is whirling around its axis twenty-five times 
as fastas the earth. 

Recently another phenomenon, not so cun- 
spicuous buteven more wonderful than the 
red spot, has; been perceived on Jupiter. 
This is a brilliant white spot which some- 
times appears upward of five thousand miles 
in diameter, and at other times is almost in- 
visible. It moves faster than the red opete 
going around in about nine hours and fifty 
minutes, sothatin forty-four or forty-five 
days it will make a complete circuit of the 
planet with respect tothe redspot. There 
is reason to think that the white spot has 
been Visible at times ever since the summer 
of 1878, although it has only recently at- 
tracted special attention. Mr. Denning, of 
Engiand, who has devoted much study to 
the subject. thinks that this spot shines with 
its own light, and that itis a partof or pro- 
jection from the actual surface of the planet. 
That being the case, of course it is to be de- 
pended uponfor determining the rotation 
period of the planet rather than the red spot, 


the speed of which has begun to 
slacken. Once in about fifty-six 
davs the luminous spot fades 
until it is barely perceptible, 


and when it brighters again, its speed is 
slightly increased. Now comes a very inter- 
esting observation. On New Year’s night 
Mr. Denning observed that the spot was al- 
most invisible, and it remained in that con- 
dition for severai days. A big cloud had 
hidden it. This cloud had been observed 
from the time of its formation in Jupter’s 
atmosphere on December 14. It was then 
some distance behind the white spot, but as 
it moved with even greater velocity than the 
spot, it overtook and obscured it. Other 
dark, roundish masses, like clouds, have 
been observed rising along the belts, string- 
ing themselves out, and finally merging into 
the great dark bands on either side of the 
equator. In this way an entirely new belt 
has been formed. From the behavior of 
these clouds there can be little doubt that 
we actually see them rising from the hidden 
regions of the pianet, and gradually spread- 
ing as theyj enter the upper portion of the 
atmosphere. This may account for the 
existence of the belts, which seem to be kept 
up by a supply from beneath. Imagine aline 
of enormous bonfires strung along near the 
earth’s equator, and constantly pouring into 
the atmosphere ciouds of thick, black smoke. 
The bandjthat this smoke would make around 
the earth as viewed from another planet 
would perhaps resemble the belts of Jupiter.

A Soldier of Fortune, 
From the New York Times. 

Few men have in their time seen so much 
of the habitable globe as Maj. Andrew Cath- 
cart, recently dead in England. Before the 
days of easy railway and steamboat com- 
munication he had been in very distant 
quarters. Even as a boy Hie had been inthe 
West Indies and in South America, and be- 
fore 1846 had served in the British army and 
retired from it.

Painful Illustration of an Oft-Told 
Tale in Court.
